The remainder of thé time until the whole 
ice went from the bay at the beginning of 
November was occupied making sledging 


trips about the bay for collecting geologieal 


epecimens, photographing, surveying. etc. 

The northern party were able to make good 
geological collections. During the whole pe- 
ried of occupying the huts continuous me- 
teorological magnetic, and other observa- 
tions were taken and they are simultaneous 
with other observations taken by Lieut. 
Evans. : 

The party enjoyed excellent health through- 
out. 

The western geological party, consisting 
of Debenham, Wright, and Petty Officer 
Evans, in charge of Griffiths and Taylor, 
landed at Butter Point, below Farrar glacier, 
on Jan. 27, 1911. A depot was made at Ca- 
thedral Rocks by Jan. 81. 


Make Camp in Ice Cave. 

They then sledged wéstward for miles and 
down the glacier, entering a dry valley. A 
snug camp was made in an alcove thirty 
feet deep excavated by the sun in the glacier. 
This alcove shows the tremendous melting 
power of the sun in these regions. 

Twenty-four hundred feet above the gla - 
cier Debenham discovered a distinct crater 
of the late glacier age, also late basalt flows 
eighty feet thick. 

On Feb. 14 a sledge party portaged five 
days’ food further down the snow-free, dry 
valley to the sea. They lived on cold food 
Without discomfort for this period. A deep 
fresh water lake four miles long, only sur- 
face frozen, was full of gravel, which was 
N for gold, but only magnetic ore was 


The party returned down the Ferrar glacier 
on Feb. 18. While crossing New Harbor 
thé lee on which they were sledging com- 
menced to float out. A quick rush across the 
cracking floe just brought the sledges to 
pero ice in time. They again steered south 
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The route up 
middle glacier lay over a most dimcutt sur- 
face, as they constantly fell through thin 
ice into pools of water two get below. 

On Feb. 21 they reached the west coast of 
Koettlitz glacier near Heald island through 


a fringe of ice, 


Find Source of Stream. 

A week was spent in this vicinity, Ther 
found that a large subterranean stream 
originated here and flowed under the moreine 
and glacier for twenty-five miles to the sea. 
It formed a well used route for numerous 
seals. 

There blow holes oceurred at intervals 
along its course and there Were several caves 
incrusted with beautiful ice crystals, which 
were investigated by Wright. 

They returned from Koettlitz glacier along 
the edge of almost impenetrable pinacles of 
ice northeast of Dailey islands. On Mafch 
8 they suddenly «merged on an open water 
bay with newly formed thin ice, which korced 
them to enter the pinacles. 

It took two days to negotiate’ six miles of 
this surface, after which they were able to 
siedge on sea ice again. 

A violent blizzard, lasting forty-eight 
hours, kept them camped on the edge of th 
barrier just where the ice bad broken out 


week before. At the first lull they made for 
Castle Rock. crossing 4 
scended to Discovery hut 
ing been out six weeks. 
A remarkable feature was that thie party 
encountered little strong wind whileon west- 
ern shores. though at Cape Evans bad weath- 
er was @:perienced during the same pertod. 


Go to Granite Harbor. 

The western geological party, in charge of 
Griffiths and Taylor, with Debenham. Gran, 
and Forde dgain left headquarters on Nov. 
7, 1911. from Granite Harbor. Their sledg- 
ing loads were exceptionally 8 0 totaling 
1,400 pounds. 

This necessitated relaying, and a speed of 
five miles a day brought them on Dec. 1 to 

*their destination at a cape nine miles inside 
Granite Harbor, where a stone hut was 
built arid a blubber stove installed. For over 
two months seal meat was the staple food, 
blubber being almost the only fuel used when 
on the coast. 

The first week was devoted to exploring 
the northern shores. a furious blizzard pre- 
vented them from sledging further north. 

During the next fortnight they sledged 
around West Harbor, finding masses of mar- 
ble and remarkably large minerals, such as 
to ; 

At their headquarters thousands of wing- 
less insects of two different species were 
found clustering half frozen under almost 

every pebble. \ 

On Dec. 27 they started exploring the w ege- 
ern islands. They passed tremendous ice 
falls on Mackay glacier. By portaging their 
sledge gear up 1.000 feet of the granite cliff 
and steep bowlder covered slopes a promi- 
nent nunatak was reacheu. 


Many Good Fossils Found. 
Here they found numerous well preserved 
fossils. probably crustacean. Debenham dis- 
covered specimens of bituminous coal there.

Beautiful polished pavements of perched | 
blocks characterized the vicinity, forming 
the most remarkable examples of glacial 
action hitherto seen in Victoria land. 

The work done last alimmer by the geo- 
logical party. in conjunction with this season's 
work. has resulted n a eurvey of some de- 
tall. bcth geological and topographical, of the 
whole coast north of Mount Morning to 
Granite harbor, including what appears to be 
a good new route to the inland plateau be- 
hind Granite harbor. 

On Jan. 8 the party véeturned to Stone hut 
to awalt the ship's errival, but over thirty 
miles of fast tea ice remained between sledge |: 
and open water. After waiting for weeks, 
until only ten days of available sledging food 
remained, they decided to retreat over Pied- 
mont glacier to Discovery hut. via Butter 
point. No specimens or personal gear could 
be carried. 


Cross Twenty Foot . 


Some twenty foot crevasses were ¢roesed on 


the first day, but then a route was found at 


a thousand foot level whith aveided the 
larger crevasses. They found all the sea ice 
had bröken out south of Dunlop island. After 
coasting around open water for the next ten 
days the party was crossing Blue glacier 
when they were picked up by the ship on 
Feb. 15. 

It is highly probable the Terra Nova in 1913 
will be able to obtain the specimens enen 
at Granite Harbor. 


The general plan arranged for the scfentific ; 


work of the expedition hag been carried out 
so far almost entirely, Self-registering me- 
teorological instruments have given a con- 
tinuous record of the pregsure of temperature 
within the locality and direction, and these 
have been checkéd every four hours by eye 
observations, 

The upper atmosphere has been investi- 
gated by means of small balloons, which 
have shown the direction of upper currents 
to a height of six miles and temperatures up 
to five miles. 

An almost unbroken record of magnetic ole- 
ments has been obtained and absolute mag- 
netic observations have been made every 
week. Self-registering magnetic Instruments 
were installed, in a room excavated in the 
side of a small glacier. This eliminated 
changes of temperatures, which are serious 
causes of error in this class of work. 


Observe Aurora Every Hour. 

All through the winter the aurora was ob- 
served every hour, but few brilliant displays 
occurred. Atmospheric electricity has also 
been studied, and ice physiography afforded 
much field work, 

Vexed problems regarding the origin of 
Alpine topography when Europe and other 
temperate regions were undergoing the ice 
age are being studied in the examples offered 
by retreating glaciers in Victoria Land, 
where the age still obtains.

LONDON, April 2.—At 6 o'clock tonight 
the miners’ union headquarters announced 
the referendum vote on whether the miners 
hall return to work under the terms of the 
new minimum Wage sale. The vote stood: 

Against returning, 195,000. 

For resumption, 123,000. 

The returns are still coming in. Many of 
the miners who voted to accept the vote have 
already returned to the pits, it being esti- 
mated that there were not less than ‘40,000 
at work today. 

If the decision is against going back to 
work the operators are counting on whole- 
sale desertions from the union. 


Heavy Loss to Government. 

The strike was charged with a loss of $2,- 
060,000 in revenue to the government today 
by Chancellor Lloyd-George, who introduced 
the budget in the house of commons. The 
lc to the postoffice service he estimated vee 
$200,000.

The balloting will end tonight and the 
complete result will be available early to- 
morrow. The conservative labor leaders 
are troubled over the stand taken by the 
men. They are satisfied no further conces- 
sions can be obtained by law, and believe 
the government is determined if the union 
men will not return to work on their own 
initiative to bring Inte force every resource 
of the government to end the strike. 


Troops to Guard Mines. 
Premier Asquith has made it plain if the 
men will not go back to work he will send 
plenty of soldiers to the mines so the owners 
can make good their bodst that they can 
operate with complete forces if they are fur- 
nished sufficient protection.

freight trains, and to move coal trains with 
needed fuel to the big centers of industry. 


MINERS FAVOR TIEUP PLAN. 

Philadelphia, Pa. April 2~—entiment 
among the workers in the anthracite region 
seems to be crystallizing in favor of pro- 
lenging the “lay-off” until the operators 
grant recognition to the union. At a meet- 
ing today in Nanticoke, near Wilkesbarre, 
1,000 miners, mostly Poles, declared they 
would not accept a 10 per cent increase un- 
less it fs accompanied by union recognition. 

Both operators and miners, however, seem 
content to await the result ot the conference 
to de held here on April 10, and none of the 
large companies made any attempt to work 
their breakers today.
